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1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 10 depends from claim 2 which has been cancelled, rendering the claim 
indefinite. Note that if this claim were to depend on claim 4, it becomes a 
duplicate of claim 12. 

3. Claims 6,14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In the thickness range disclosed in claim 6 is outside of the range now in the 
independent claim 5, rendering the above claims indefinite. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. ' Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hitachi Tool 
(JP 07-188901) or Toshiba Tungalloy (JP 2001-234328). 
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The rejection is maintained for reasons of record in the previous office action. 
Applicant's arguments filed 5/22/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant states that amending the claim to a lower thickness 
overcomes the art applied, but both of the references disclose that the thickness 
can be within the claimed range and thus the rejection is maintained.. 

6. Claims 5,8,19,20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kullander et al (5,543,210) or Cutler (5,952,102). 

Kullander et al or Cutler disclose the claimed carbon coating directly on a WC 
substrate within the claimed thickness, stress and roughness. 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 10,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hitachi Tool (JP 07-188901) or Toshiba Tungalloy (JP 2001-234328). in view of 
Oskarsson (6,228,139) 

This rejection is maintained for reasons of record in the previous office action. 
Applicant's arguments filed 5/22/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
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persuasive. The applicant argues that the thickness now overcomes the primary 
reference, but the examiner disagrees, and thus this rejection is maintained. 

9. Claims 13,14,16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kullander et al (5,543,210) or Cutler (5,952,102) in view of Oskarsson (6,228,139). 

Kullander et al or Cutler disclose the invention substantially as claimed except 
for the claimed WC grain size. 

Oskarsson discloses the claimed WC grain size for a cemented carbide used 
with the claimed cobalt content. 

Thus it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide 
Kullander et al or Cutler with the claimed WC grain size, as this size is known in 
the cemented tool art to provide improved performance of a substrate as shown 
by Oskarsson.
